A "Perfect Stone" That 
Was "Not Much Good" 


By A Ibert Samuels 


A gentleman came into the barber shop the other day, 
while I was waiting my turn, and after a bit of chat with my 
barber showed him a new diamond ring he had just purchased. 
The first question the barber asked was, "Is it perfect?" 
The owner of 


the ring, who was a better than ordinary judge of diamonds, made the 
following reply: "Yes, it's a perfect diamond, but it's not much good 
at that." 
You can imagine my astonishment at hearing this discriminat- 


ing answer from a laymap. For, the truth, is, the average possessor of a 
diamond is under the mistaken impression that if a diamond is "perfect" it 
is everything good and leaves nothing to be desired. 
But this is not true. 


I awaited with interest the gentleman's further explana- 
tion. He went on to say that he had purchased the stone from a 
friend who was hard up and was leaving town. 
He bought it 


because he felt it was offered very cheap and might prove a good specula- 
tion. The stone was of unusual brilliancy, of large size—2.81 carats—• 
without flaw or imperfection, but, he explained, of very bad color, being 
strongly tinted with, yellow. 
It was bought at the price of fully $200 a 


carat less than a stone of finer color is worth, which illustrates the differ- 
ence between the value of the thing called perfection and the more im- 
portant quality of color. 
But the question asked him by the barber was 


significant. 
And this question, "Is it perfect?" is the one most frequently 


asked in every store where diamonds are sold.

THE AIRPLANE ON THE JOB. 


There Is one exception to the statement that the 


earthquake and-the fire in Toklo put out of commis- 
sion the mechanical appliances and devices of man 
Telephone and. telegraphic communication broke 
down; railroad linea, bridges and tunnels were-de- 
stroyed; gas mains were broken and the streams of 
gag turned Into death-dealing: Jets of flame; the 
electric light and the water systems demolished ,ai 
trolley tracks twisted like a piece of wire. The Iso- 
lation of TokJo, BO eorely afflicted by the earthquake 
a;id the flre, would have been complete had It not 
been for the life-saving airplane, apparently the 
only contrivance of mankind able'.to bid defiance 
to the destructive forces of nature. 
. 
It will be long before we can know Just what 


part the airplane had In spreading the news of the 
disaster far and wide, and In speeding the work of 
rescue. 
We do know, however, that messengers of 


the air provided for several daya the only means 
of communication between the stricken capital, and 
other cities, such as Kobe, Osaka, Kyoto, whose In- 
habitants were spared the horrors that descended 
upon their countrymen In Toklo, Yokohama and 
other places in the devastated area. We do know 
also that the first airplanes reached, the capital from 
outside on Sunday, some twenty-four hours after 
the catastrophic earthquake. The Toklo- Asahl, one 
ot .the .newspapers in the capital, despatched a 
message to Osaka by airplane on the same day, and 
this message was one of the first to give a first- 
hand estimate of the loss of life In the Japanese 
metropolis.
